AMERICANS FALL IN |

dore Remey, at Key, West, confirming the report of a severe engagement at Cienfuegos last Wed-

KEY WEST, Fla., May 14.—The United States cruiser Marblehead, the gunboat Nashville and 
the auxiliary cruised Windom steamed up to the harbor of Cienfuegos at 5 o’clock Wednesday 
morning, with orders to cut the cable connecting Havana with Santiago de Cuba. 

This task was accomplished, but only after a terrible fight between our warships and several 
thousand Spanish troops, which lined the shore and lay concealed behind improvised breastworks. 

One man, a seaman named Herman Regan, of the Marblehead, was killed outright in one of the

The Spanish loss is estimated at 400. 
Capt. McGuire of the Windom believes that several of the six badly wounded men, who were 


brought to Key West this morning on the Windom, cannot recover. 


Soon after the arrival of the warships off Cienfuegos four boats were launched and proceed- 


ed in shore for the purpose of grappling for the cable in order to cut it. -The warships lay to 


about 1000 yards or more off the harbor. 

It was observed that the Spanish troops had assembled ashore, but it was not known that 
heavy guns had been placed in a masked battery and that the old lighthouse, far out on a neck of | 
land, had been. transformed into a formidable fort. 

The small boats proceeded cautiously and, for more than an hour, worked unmolested on the| 
cable. Suddenly, just as the work was about completed, the shore battery fired a shell at the 
boats. It was followed by others, and the Spanish infantry opened fire then, with their rifles. 

Then, like a flash, the Marblehead sent a shell inland, and followed it with a perfect shower

A shot which struck Capt. Maynard ts said to have passed through the shoulder of an Ensign, name unknown 
Regan was buried at sea. 

Lieut. Anderson was in charge of the boats. All three of the big ships bombarded 
before the boats reached the cables. There was no response from the forts then. 
After the Spanish fire opened the snips drew as near as possible, which was about 60 yards, 
tect the launches.

One of the relays of the cable had been cut when the Spaniards opened fire. 

The marines in the boats replied at once and a machine gun from the forward launch sent in a stream of bullets, 
heavy shelis from the warship drove the Spaniards from the rifle pits at the shore, many of them seeking refuge in the lignht- 
house fort, which was afterwards torn to pieces by a shell from the Windom. 

With desperate courage the American sailors remained calmly at their posts and succeeded tn dragging up the second 
relay of the cable and severing it.

LONDON, May 14.—The London Star says a Madrid dispatch via Paris throws interesting 
light, gathered from an official source, on Admiral Cerveras’ movements since he left the Cape 
Verde Islands. ) 

It appears that he headed for St. Pierre, Miquelon, on the coast of Newfoundland, where 
sealed instructions awaited him. There colliers from Sydney were met and the Spanish fleet 
coaled.

ON BOARD THE FLAGSHIP IOWA, OFF SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, May 
12, via St. Thomas, Danish West Indies, May 13.—The forts of San Juan de Porto 


Rico were bombarded by part of Rear Admiral Sampson's fleet this morning. 
The enemy's loss is believed to be heavy. The American loss is two men killed 


and seven men injured. 
After three hours’ firing the Admiral withdrew the fleet, and heading for Key 


West, he said: 

“Tl am satisfied with the morning's work. I could have taken San Juan, but I 
have no force to hold it. I only wanted to administer punishment. This has been 
done. I came for the Spanish fleet and not for San Juan.”

ST. THOMAS. May 14.—Admiral Sampson’s fleet lay within sight of San Juan de 
Porto Rico ali of Wednesday night. At 3 o’clock Thursday morning all hands on all 
the ships were called. For an hour and a half each ship was the scene of an order- 
ly confusion as the 2000 sailors stripped their ships, their guns and themselves. 

By 4:30 everything was in readiness for the battle to begin—the second great 
engagement of the war. 

At 5 a. m. came the call ‘To quarters,” and instantly every man was at his 
post and ready and eager to strike a blow in atonement for the Maine. 

The object of attack lay in plain view straight ahead to the south. The forts 
and batteries of San Juan de Porto Rico are on the coral reef guarding the en- 
trance to the harbor. 

It was a glorious morning, the sky unclouded, the air cool and brisk. Long 
swells rolled toward the shore and broke against the reef, whose forts seemed to be 
asleep. 

To mark the limits of the line of battle the Detroit and the tug Wampatuck 
steamed shoreward, the Detroit to the easward until she was opposite Valertern, 

the Wampatuck to the eastward until she was able to anchor her small boats in ten 
fatho~~- of water, just out of range of the great fort of San Juan Morro, which rises 
on a hill at the end of the eastern arm of the harbor. 

Morro, of coufse, was to be the center of the attack. In it were the seven 6-inch 
guns which Svain sent over as soon as the war became certain and which had been 
hastily mounted and manned with the best gunners in the colonial army. 

Soon after the Detroit and Wampatuck were in place Admiral Sampson’s column 
of floating fortresses and batteries began to move down upon the quiet and seemingly 
sleeping fortresses and batteries along the coral reef. 

In the van was the Iowa, the flagship, with the battle cry of the navy streaming 
in brilliant colored flags from her mast—‘‘Remember the Maine.”’ 

Next came the huge Indiana, of such enormous bulk that she rode almost steady 
even upon the heavy sea. 

Then followed the New York, as formidable as a battleship, and the low-lying 
monitors Agmpithrite and Terror. They brought straight for the shore itn a single 
file. 


THE FIRST SHELL CAME FROM MORRO. 


Long before the flagship was In range, there was a flash, a cloud of smoke and a 
shell4r6m Morro. The shell fell short. The roar died away, and for 15 minutes the 
créws were as peaceful as before. 

Suddenly the Iowa turned sharply to the east. 
her starboard battery was pointing full at Morro. One of her great 13-inch guns 
burst into fame, and a shell sailed high toward Morro. It fell short, but the re- 
sponse came—a roar from all the batteries and forts along the shore, a tremendous 
burst of sound and smoke and flame, a shower of shells that wasted themselves in 
the sea. 

So wild was the volley that even had the Iowa been in range no shot would have 
hit her. 

The entire line of warships was now in position to attack the shore line. Each 
ship was now firing and each shore gun was answering. But while the Spanish aim 
Was Wild the American gunners fired with the calmness and precision of experienced 
target practice. 

The fleet was soon enveloped in smok@ and also the shore. Only outlines could 
be made out. The Spanish shells issued from the smoke of the shore to fall into the 
sea; the American shells.rushed from the fleet’s envelope of smoke to bury them- 
selves in the smoke on shore. 

Now and then, as the wind drifted the thick gray curtain aside, it could be seen 
that the American ships were uninjured and that on shore the line of the fortifica- 
_ tion was torn and ruined in many places. i 

When the Iowa came up to the Wampatuck stakeboat she turned and led the col- 
umn back again across the line of fire. Our fleet was now nearer and the Spanish 
shells fel) all around the ships. Some struck against the armor of the battleships—big 
six-inch shells—but they bounded off, leaving hardly a dent behind. 

One Spanish shell struck a boat on the lowa,passed throught it and entered the super- 
' structure, scattering splinters in every direction. Three men were injured. Admiral 
Sampeon and Capt. Evans were on the lower bridge, and narrowly escaped the flying 
fragments. In all, the Iowa was hit nine times. 

Later a shell burst on the New York, killing one man, injuring another severely 
and several] slightly. 

At 7 o'clock the day had become furiously hot, so hot that men were fainting 
below the decks and at the guns, The gunners were streaming sweat, as if in the hot 
room 01 a Turkish bath. One man, a gunner’s mate on the Amphitrite, was overcome 
and died in a few minutes. 

e FIRE ADDED TO TERROR IN THE TOWN. 

But the battle went on. The fleet was now steaming across the fortified front of 
the island for the third time. The fire from the ships was unabated, but many of 
the Spanish guns were silenced. The thinner cloud of smoke, the leaping flamcs 
from burning houses close to the shore, but behind the fortifications, made the 
Americans know their work was not as vain as the frenzied firing of the Spantards, 

In part-of the town of San Juan whole blocks were blazing. The swelling 
made it difficult for the Americans to cunfine their fire to the batteries. 

Many of the shells flew over and burst among the ancient buildings from which 
the population had fled at dawn. So fierce was the American fire that had the in- 
tention been to bombard the residence part of old San Juan the damage could hardiy 
have been greater. 

The lighthouses were Gemolished soon after the firing began. Later on the houses 
in Ballaja Square, in St. Christopher street, in San Jose street and in San Sebastian 
atr@et were in flames. 

The St. Chatarine Institute, the ancient palace, the Government House, the 
Orphan asylum, the old theater and severa)] old churches were burned or almost de- 
molhshed 

The American officers, through their glass, could see the Spaniards at work in 
many places where the fortifications had been broken down. The Spaniards loaded 
and fired like madmen, without aiming, without any appearance of discipline or di- 
rection. At times. their crazed condition led them to many absurd acts. such as 
Waving ewords, shaking fists and discharging pistois at the American line, which 
was barely within reach of their guns of longest range. 

_ Toward § o'clock the heat became absolutely unbearable on the American ships. 
It became evident that the Spanish forts could not be silenced short of affother 
hour's work. Men on the American ships were dropping on all sides, not from Span- 
{gh shots, but from the accurate and terrific bombardment of the tropical sun, 

After consultation Admiral Sampson signiled “ceased firing,” and turned away west- 
ward. The other ships slowly followed, except the monitor Terror. She did not or would 
“not see the signa! of the Admiral. She remained in her position, in range of all the un-

PASSED THROUGH THE ~ 
CIENFUEGOS BLOCKADE

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Associated Press Correspondent Says the People are in

KINGSTON, Jamaica, May 14.—A cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press, who 
passed through the Cienfuegos blockade on 
the steamer Adula, on Monday last, euc- 
ceeded in entering that city and getting a 
good idea of the situation, 

He left Cienfuegos om the steamer witha 
number of refugees on Tuesday, and last 
evening he sent the following dispatch 
ashore from the quarantine station: 

“When about 40 miles off Cienfuegos on 
Monday afternoon we sighted the American 
blockading squadron, consfsting of the Mar- 
blehead, Nashville and Eagle. The flag- 
ship, the Marblehead, bore down upon US 
at full speed and fired a blank shot across 
our bows. We came to and were boarded 


by a Lieutenant. 

“We showed him a permit from the State 
Department to pass the blockade for pas- 
sengers, on condition that we carried no 
cargo, and we were allowed to yen rts a

“When about 400 yards from the narrow 
entrance to the harbor a Spanish 20-ton 
gunboat, mounting one quick-firing one-

ish Consul at ers gs = and so we were 

owed to enter the haroor. 
ae Barbee entrance of Ctlenfuegos is 
about 250 yards wide and there are forts 
on either side of it. 

“These forts have long rows of old- 
fashioned guns, and just inside the harbor 
there is a modern fortification building of 
timber, earth and sand, 

“The British Vice Consul, Mr. Fowler 
told the correspondent of the Associated 
Press that the Spaniards have efght or ten 
modern high power guns to mount on the 
new works. ‘Their calibers are probably 
four to six inches. 

“Inside the harbor were three tiny gun- 
boats. The only warship of any conse- 
quence was the third-class crulser Galatea. 
The correspondent counted four guns in her 
main battery and she had one quick-firer 


aft. 

“The Galatea went outside the harbor a 
few days ago to engage the United States 
auxiliar gunboat agile, Commander 
Southerland, a vessel about one-third the 
Galatea’s size. The engaement was short,

sharp and decisive. One of the Eagle's 
six-pound shells splintered the corner of the 
Galatea’s deckhouse and the Spanish 
cruiser quickly retreated into the harbor. 

‘“‘Besides the warships there were two 
2000-ton merchant steamers, the Rio Jano 
and the Alava of Bilbao and three coast- 
ing steamers inside the harbor of Clenfue- 
gos. These vessels were caught in the 
harbor by the American blockade fleet and 
will doubtless fall into the hands of our 
sailors in due time. 

“A crowd of 2000 curious people gathered 
at the wharf to meet us, and the corre- 
spondent was told ther@ had not been so 
much excitement in Cienfuegos since the 
preceding Saturday week, when a_ few 
shells were thrown at the forts by the 
American warenen following an attack 
upon the Eagle. No one was hurt. 

“The correspondent went ashore and 
walked unmolested through the principal 
streets of the city. About one shop in 
four was open and business was utterly 
lifeless. 

“Blockade prices for food are charged in 
Clenfuegos. Flour sells at 25 cents a pound, 
meat costs 40 cents a pound and if you 
want milk you must pay 2 cents a quart 
for it. On the other hand, bread fruit and 
plaintains are plentiful at 5 or 6 cents a 
pound. The correspondent was told there 
was food enough in the city to last # 
days. Still, the population is afraid the 
blockade will result in starvation. 

“There are at least 35,000 or 40,000 people 
in Clenfuegos and its vicinity, including 
about 15,000 regular Spanish troops and 5000 
volunteers. 

“The townspeople and the soldiers were 
talking vaguely about a glorious victory 
said to have been won by the Spanish 
forces at Havana. 

“Gen. Pando left here for Havana on Sun- 
day, and heavy fighting took place on Tues- 
day about 31 miles from the city. 

“The British Consul, who was the char- 
terer of the Adula, has sent to Jamaica his 
family, several Cuban-Americans and 4 of 
the best Cuban families in Cienfuegos, in all 
297 persons. As the Adula was only provis- 
ioned for 130 passengers, tney were short of 
rations, but nobody grumbled, all being glad 
to get out of the blockaded city. : 

“The Adula steamed out of the Clenfuegos 
harbor on Tuesday afternoon, at which time 
the American blockading pqpecres had been 
increased by a large fighting ship, whose 
name was not discernible. 

“Nothing is known here concerning the 
reported bombardment of Cienfugos by the 
United States squadron, but, as the squad- 
ron was retnforced, it is possible that the 


commander mj have felt strong enough to 
engage the land batteries of Cienfugos.

Light Battery Receives Defi- 
-. nite Instructions. 


PACKING TO DEPART 
FOR CHICKAMAUGA, 


CAPT. RUMBOLD REPORTS UP- 
TOWN TO QUARTER- 
MASTER SMITH. 


TWO INFANTRYMEN 3 
HURT BY LIGHTNING. 


Examination and Mustering In of the 
Fourth and Fifth Regiments 
to Be Concluded by 
Monday Evening. 


Adjutant-General Corbin has ordered 
Capt. Rumbold to get Battery A in shape 
for immediate embarkation. The destina- 
tion will be Chickamauga. 

Upon receipt of the Washington dispatch 
to that effect, ‘Saturday morning, Capt. 
Rumbold went to St. Louis to assist Quar- 
termaster Smith tn arranging the trans- 
portation and supplies. He was informed 
by Col. Smith that the battery must leave 
Monday night. 

The boys of the battery were jubilant at 
the prospects of leaving for the front 
short notice. The many false rumors 
of when and where the men would go have 
gnade the artillerymen rather shy of in- 
definite statements. 


A telegram from_the Post-Dispatch to 


‘the effect that the battery had been or- 


dered to Chickamauga was the first news 
received by Capt. Rumbold. The news 
epread rapidly among the men and great 
eatisfaction was expressed by ail at the 
prospects of an early start. Not that they 
are dissatisfied with life in the present 
camp, but all are impatient to get to the 
front and further add to the reputation of 
the organization, 

Saturday morning at mess the first steps 
preparatory to leaving were taken. Here- 
tofore the men sat at a common table 
and were waited upon*by the ‘“‘cook’s po- 
lice,” who afterwards washed the dishes. 
This thme every Man was given a granite- 
ware cup, plate and @ knife and fork. A 
line was formed and rations were dealt 
out. Everybody then was at liberty to eat 
where he pleased. Then each washed his 
owe dishes and packed them In his knap- 
aack. |. 

After mess the men were arranged in 
@quads, alphabetically, and measured for 
The regular uniforms 
were distributed. None of the State’s uni- 
forms will be taken out by the troops. 

Drill was done away with Saturday. At 
10 o'clock the command was inspected and 
the articles of war were read to the men. 
Capt. Rumbold first went through the 
tents and inspected the living apartments, 
knapsacks, blankets, etc. Where anything 
was found not to be in perfect order, in- 
structions were given to see that things 
were put In shape, The men in line, open 
ranks, were next individually § inspected. 
Jtelt buckles and buttons had to be clean 
and bright. Shoes were shined and uni- 
forms, hats and legging made spotless. 


From the sending of the battery to 
Chickamauga without ordnance, it is in- 
ferred by the’ infantry officers that their 
commands will be moved to the front 
shortly. The Ist, 2d and 8d are all equipped 
with regulation blankets, which were fur- 
nished Saturday in place of the State blan- 
kets. Uniforms are understood to be on 
the way. They will be equipped for the 
jield when they get the new clothes, with 
the exception of modern guns, which are 
«xpected to be forwarded to the destina- 
tion of the troops, as in the case of the 
battery. 

The artillery was the important arm of 
the service at Jefferson Barracks camp by 
virtue of the fact that it had received 
marching orders. -:-The “dough boys”’ 
showed the men of the heavy guns due re- 
spect for the distinction conferred on the 
battery by the War Department and Dame 
Fortune, but they said among themselves: 

‘They are not the whole brigade. We'll 
be there about as soon as the battery.’’ 

The battery orders put the officers of thea 
three volunteer regiments on the qui vive 
for similar instructions, 

The 8d Regiment was mustered in by 
Lieut. Hardeman, ~Saturday = afternoon, 
Cols. Batsdorf, Caffee and Gross of the Ist, 
£4 and 3d, respectively, are now under the 
orders of the War Department, acting as 
commanders of detachments, and each 
Colonel will receive any orders the War 
Department may have for his regiment dl- 
rect from Adjutant-General Corbin at 
Washington. 

Col. Corby of the 4th had his men at 
work preparing for the medical examina- 
tion immediately after morning mess. The 
examination was begun at noon. If the 
12 companies do not get through with al- 
most their full quota each, they will belie 
the’ general appearance of the command. 
The examination of the 4th will be com- 
pleted Sunday morning and then the sur- 
geons will begin on the bth. By “taps” 
Sunday the work will be completed and 
both regiments will be mustered In Mon- 
day. There will be no mustering on Sun- 
day.

STOCK MARKET'S GOOD WEEK. 


Only Caution Observed Due to the 
Winslow Mishap at Cardenas. 


NEW YORK, May 14.—The week has 
been one’ of astonishing activity and 
broadening interest in the stock market. 
Dealings in the speculative favorites have 
been heavy and many stocks for which 
there has been no inquiry for months have 


moved vigorously. 

The market has absorbed an enormous 
volume of liquidation of profits by large 
operators who had realized handsomely on 
the advance, and London was also a large 
seller here during the week owing to 
stringent money conditions there and ef- 
forts of large foreign financial interests 
to offset the heavy balance of trade 
against them. 

t is estimated that oyer 150,000 shares 
of various American railroad companies 
are now in transit to.this country. This 
heavy selling pressure on the market was 
well absorbed by the large general inter- 
est of the outside public in the market 
awakened by the recent sustained advance. 
The buoyancy in the wheat market also 
threw over some speculative profits for in- 
vestment in the stock market. 

In the same way the collapse in the 
wheat market induced liquidation of specu- 
lative account in the stock market. The 
mishap to the Winslow at Cardenas and the 
first American bloodshed in the war had a 
depressing influence and the uncertainty 
regarding the whereabouts of the Cape 
Verde fleet induced some caution and hesi- 
tation. 

At no time was any targe amount of 
stock dislodged on any decline, and those 
who sold at top prices etood eager to put 
their money back at any reaction in the 
prices. The latter part of the week saw 
some decrease in the activity, but prices 
outside the specialties are still from a frac- 
tion to 4 points above last week's close 
except In special cases,

MISSOURI PACIFIC WRECK. 


St. Louisans Injured in a Collision 
Near the State Capital. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 14.—Fast 
mail train No, 4 on the Missouri Pacific col- 
lided with a light engine west-bound four 
miles east of this city at 6:30 last evening. 
Both engines were wrecked and the engineer 
of the train, George Wishart, was so badly 
scalded that he died this morning. His 
body was taken to-day to his home in St. 
Louis, 

Engineer Ross of the west-bound engine, 
was painfully cut about the head, but is not 
seriously hurt. The firemen of both engines 


jumped, and neither was injured. 

Conductor Williams sustained a severe 
bruise on his Ieft arm. 

The mail clerks were badly shaken up by 
the shock, and one of them, E. 8S. Vance, 
has a badly wrenched hand.

They came singly, by pairs and in par- 
ties of 12 or more. On the breast of each 
was pinned a small American flag, beau- 
tified by a miniature photograph of War- 
rior Dewey. 

The first excursion train to arrive was 
the Wabash, in three sections, carrying 
1400 passengers from Moberly and inter- 
mediate points. 

Soon afterwards the Missouri Pacific 
rolled in with 800 Dewey excursionists. 

The Buriington, Missouri, Kansas & Tex- 
as, lron Mountain, St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco, Toledo, St. Louls & Kansas City and 
the Mobile & Ohio railroads followed in 
quick succession and unloaded their human 
burdens to the number of 20,000 

Various clubs and associations from the 
interior towns marched through the sta- 
tion, bearing aloft the stars and stripes 
in unison with the Dewey banner.

Station Master Jerry Coakley conserva- 
tively estimated the visiting Deweyites at 
95000 The arrival of later trains percepti- 
bly increased Mr. Coakley’s estimate.

The Judge Meets All Objections With a 
Remedy and Sees No Cause 
for Delaying the Pri- 
maries. 


Judge Wood Saturday knocked out all the 
Marshall ‘‘dummy”’ delegations at Mond@’s 
Democratic primaries, and decided the in- 
junction case on the same lines as did 
Judge Klein in the Twenty-eighth Ward 
case. 

After all the arguments made by ex-Gov. 
Stone, City Counselor Schnurmacher and 
Associate City Counselor Allen Friday, 
Judge Wood took the books and papers 
home and studied the whole situation out 
in detail. As a result of his deliberations 
he allows only two judges and one clerk 
in each polling place. He also decides that 
where there are two delegations made up 
of the same names they are to go on the 
ballot but once. 

The plaintiffs gave $00 bond and a tem- 


orary injunction was granted. Judge 
Vood handed down a memorandum of the 
points decided as follows: 

1. Remedy by injunction exists in this State in 
matters purely political. In the language of the 
Supreme Court: ‘‘To deny the power to grant such 
preventive relief in a case the exigency of which 
demands it, would be to admit a most serious 
defect in the form and etructure of our govern- 
ment.’’ 

2. Plaintiffs, as voters and members of the Demo- 
cratic party, have the right to maintain this 
action. 

3. The bill is not multifarious. Each and all 
of the plaintiffs, as Democrats and voters, are in- 
terested in the relief sought. 

4. The proper construction of eec. 4796 ¢., acts 
97, p. 118, in the light of antecedent legislation, 
the provisions of the general election law and the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the Kelleher 
case, 134 Mo., 206, is that In no event shall 
more than two tees and one clerk be appointed 
for any one district, the judges and clerk to be 
selected from the different lists presented by the 
delegations and not from any one list, where the 
number of lists presented wfll admit of such se- 
lection. 

5. Delegations composed entirely of the same 
names should be treated as but one delegation, and 
that their names should appear but once upon the 
offictal ballots. 

This only begins the trouble. City Counse- 
lor Schnurmacher asked Judge Wood to en- 
ter a final decree and alolw the commission- 
ers to apeal, Judge Wodd said he had to wait 
and see what Judge Klein would do. Mr. 
age! agreed and urged without 
avail, 

The point was then raised that the law re- 
quired the publication of the lst of judges 
and clerks for at least five days before the 
election, so that any list now made up would 
be too late, 

Judge Wood got around this difficulty by 
directing that judges and clerks be selected 
from the list already published for the nec- 
essary length of time. 

City Counselor Schnurmacher is anxious 
to appeal, but so far has not been given a 
chance,

Maj. Charles BE. Pearce was unanimously 
renominated for Congress by the Republi- 
cans of the Twelfth District, at noon, 

Dr. Charles H. Hughes made the nomi- 
nating speech, which was seconded by W. 
V. Wolcott. On motion of Chris Schawack- 
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Jacksonville, Ill., was a free man, at liberty 
to return to his home and family unmo- 
lested. 

Draper has been twice on trial for mur- 
der in the first degree for killing Charles 
Hastings on the night of March 31, 1897, 
in the office of Abstractor of-Titles Kirby 
at Jacksonville. 

Hastings had 138 knife wounds in his 
body when he was found the next morning, 
Draper at first denied all knowledge of the 
affair, but later made a confession to his 
attorney, D. P. Dyer.

He was in close conversa- 
tion with Councilman Fred Uthoff, the 
man who gave the deciding vote on the 
infamous Central Traction railroad bill. 
Besides Uthoff. there were Watson, Wit- 
tenberg, Schuler, Judy, Wander and Helms 
of the Assembly on the floor of the con- 
vention. Hiram Lloyd, Speaker of the 
House, who voted against the Central 
Traction bill, and who had been spoken 
of as Filley’s candidate for Congress, did 
not show up itn the hall, but was probably 
consoling with the “Old Man” over at the 
Mosque. 

Adam Ziegenhein, secretary to the May- 
or, was a conspicuous figure on the floor, 
though not a delegate. 

Ex-Councilman Pat Clarke and ex-Dele- 
gate T. Ed Albright were jubilant over the 
defeat that Filley had suffered. 

United States Marshal Bohle moved 
around among the delegates with an air of 
importance that seemed to say: “I did it.” 
But the man who was bubbling over with 
good humor was Charley Grenner, United 
States Collector of Internal Revenue by the 
grace of Kerens and the anti-Filley com- 
bine. 

Capt. Willam N. Pearce, brother of the 
Congressman, made himself as numerous 
as possible among the delegates. But he 
was nervous. To a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he said just before the convention met: 

‘My brother’s fate 1% entirely in the 
hands of Mayor Ziegenhein. Everything 
depends on him. He can make us or de- 
stroy us. Just what he will do I don't 
know. I only wish I did.’’ 

Col. Charley Comfort was right in it. 
He was the floor manager of the Kerensites 
and made all the motjons for his side. 

There were more negroes in the conven- 
tion for the number of delegates than had 
been seen for many years and all of them 
were anti-Filley. They were all old-timers 
who had been thrown down by Filley in 
days gone by.

From the number of undertakers active 
on the floor one would have guessed that 
a wholesale funeral was on hand. Under- 
taker Wagoner presided over the conven- 
tion, Undertaker Bohle pulled for Pearce 
and Undertaker Schawacker was in a mood 
to oe up the funeral in a row. 

Unite States District Attorney Ed A. 
Rozier, who was ecailed from Southwest 
Missouri by McKinley at the instance of 
Kerens, industriously looked after the in- 
terest of his boss. Along with Rozier was 
Col. Matt Reynolds, who never lets the 
occasion pass to sink a harpoon into 
Filley’s political corpus. 

The rotund form of Dr. Walter Wait was 
conspicuously absent. The doctor was 
singled out for defeat and went down while 
all the rest of his ticket was elected. This 
is taken to mean that the genial doctor 
will not have any walkover In his race for 
Sheriff unless he can flop, like some of the 
other Filleyites.
